Cayuga County; Colleen Cargile, Cayuga County FSA:

Much of the county received a good amount of rain this week,
which put a halt on planting early on in the week. The ground is
beginning to dry out now and people are getting back in the fields.
| also observed many producers harvesting first cutting grass
silage. Now that the ground is drying out, | anticipate a lot of
ground will get planted between now and Sunday before the next
rain comes.

Chautauqua County; Anna Emke-Walker:

Northern portion of the county received 4 inches of rain in 2 hours
on Sunday, May 27th.
